John Mathews, educational 
television consultant for the 
B.C. Telephone Com pany, 
which rents the equipment, 


told the Victoria chapter of 
the B.C, Sciencé Teachers’ 


Association that the use of” 


closed. circuit .TV in the 
classroom would not reduce 
the number Of teachers 
needed, but would assist 
them in maintaining a high 
standard of instruction. 
“The classroom teacher is 
a necessity, not as a baby- 


sitter but as a reinforce 
ment,” he said. 

“The teacher, partially 
freed from teaching duties, 
may more closely observe 
how well the students are 
absorbing the material.” * 

Mr. Mathews illustrated 
the various applications of 
television in .education by 
demonstration and by show- 


oe 
ing a film prepared in the 
US. 

He said the use of TV in 
schools is still largely ex- 
perimental, but--seid—studies -- 
have indicated closed circuit 
television, used in conjunc- 
tion with regular classroom 
teachers, is as effective or 
more effective than the 
present system. 


A closed circuit system 
could also be used to police 
hallways, lunchrooms and 
washrooms, he added, 

He said a systern might 
be started by installing one 
stationary transmitter in a 
classroom to show smal] ob- 
jects, diagrams and displays 
on a single monitor. 

Such an installation would 


be sufficient for a class of 
about 30, he said, and would 
cost about $50 a month. 
Additiona] monitors could 
be added at a cost of $8 each, 


he said, 
A closed circuit system in 
its- most expanded form 


would include a complete 
studio capable of -broadcast- 
ing up to six programs 
simultaneously.
